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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Horie ( 
US Pub. No. 2004/0070526 A1). 

In regard to claim 1 Horie provides for an image coding device (Fig.1) 
comprising: data adding means for adding specific data to input image data at the end 
of image data (Fig.12B paragraph 236 also note paragraph 247); and arithmetic coding 
unit for coding said image data to which said specific data is added (Fig.'s 12B-12C, 
paragraph 243), wherein said arithmetic coding means codes the specific data after 
coding the image data (Fig. 13 elements 507-508, paragraph 243). 

With regard to claim 2, Horie provides for an image coding device (Fig.1) 
comprising: adding data generating means for generating specific data (Fig.12B 
paragraph 236 also note paragraph 247); and arithmetic coding means for receiving the 
specific data after input of image data (Fig.'s 12B-12C, paragraph 243), coding the 
specific data immediately after coding of the image data, and issuing the coded data 
(Fig. 13 elements 507-508, paragraph 243), wherein said adding data generating means 
generates the specific data until the arithmetic coding means issues a specified amount 
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of the coded data ( Fig.12B, paragraph 236, note when the total code length exceeds 
the predetermined number of bytes at some midpoint of coding, an EDB is added and 
the coding process is discontinued and coded data byte of the predetermined size is 
read).
